Regarding claim 1, the new limitations are "identiffying the source of the received message from data associated with the received 
message", "associating a security role with the received message based on the identified source of the received message", comparing 
the associated security role of the received message with a security privilege associated with the at least one configuration setting on the 
mobile device", and "if the associated security role of the received message is in agreement with the privilege associated with the at least 
one configuration setting on the mobile device, processing the request associated with the configuration information". Regarding claim 8, 
the new limitations are "assign a security role to the received configuration message based on the identified source, the router being 
further configured", "the assigned security role of the configuration message", "the assigned security role". Regarding claim 13, the new 
limitations are "identifying the source of the received message from data associated with the received message" and "associating a 
security role with the instruction based on the source of the received message".
